The Cictau lusurrcctiou. 
Tho ibland of Cundia, ono of tho 
most fertile in tho Modiierrauoan Soa, 
lioB Bouth-ouHt oi Greece. Tlio Turk, 
iah islands woro vory numerous, but 
most of thorn aro now annexed to 
Groooe : tho only important ono eho 
retains is Candia, anciently celebrated 
and poweriul undor tho name of Creto. 
Its extent is 100,000 square miles, 
and its population about, 1,000,000. 
It nan boon remarked, that it ia diffi- 
cult to boizo the whole truth on tho 
spur of the momont. The first flush 
of cool, deliberate lalsohood and caN 
eulatod misrepresentation bewilders 
tho uniortunaio individual who looks 
into tho muddy torrent of iuiorma- 
tion through which ho must wade. 
First, wo have to lourn what was tho 
origin of tho insurrection ? This is 
not an easy question to answer, bo. 
cause it has been difficult to get at 
tho truth, thoro being so fow impar- 
tial witnesses, and tho statements 
from tho two sides, tho Cretuns and 
the/Turks, aro not only conflicting but 
flatly contradictory of ouo another. 
That local grievances exist, and that 
tho administration, in tho opinion ol 
thoBo accustomed to good governmoot, 
would not bo considered good, cannot 
bo doubted ; but these were not tho 
causo of tho insurrection. Tho move- 
ment has not boon for tho redress ol 
local abuses but a movement of " a 
religious and national character" in 
favor of an ontiro separation lroin the 
Turkish Government. That this feel- 
ing should exist is not to be wondered 
at j the centre of tho movement was 
in Greeco, though tho disturbance 
broke out in tho Turkish provincosj 
tho Cretans had observed tho success 
attonding other movements in favor 
of nationalities. They saw Italy was 
bocomo a nation and Germany to a 
great oxtent united ; it was not un» 
natural that tboy should think their 
timo was como. ilenco we read with 
hoart-felt pity the record of tho horo- 
io and gallant struggles which have 
taken placo on that island. Wo aro 
told that tho conflict is not that of a 
eovoroign against bis pcoplo but a 
war of race against raco: it is the 
protest of struggling civilization 
againBt oppressing barbarism. Mr 
Leyard, however, tolls us that tho 
Turkish otiocities aro not a whit 
worto than havo boon perpetrated by 
tho Groeks. Between Christian and 
Mahomedans, on a mere abstract 
principle, our choico would not, bo 
doubtful; and wero thoro any imme- 
diate prospect ot driving the Ottoman 
from Europo and establishing ono or 
more Christian nations on tho ruins 
of his empire, wo should look upon 
tho achievement as u. gain to tho 
causo of human progress. Could more 
wishes obtain from tho Porto the 
emancipation of Creto and it* annex- 
ation to the Grecian Kingdom we 
should icgard it as a satisfactory ar« 
rangemont. Hut individual opinions 
or national aspirations aro fur differ- 
ent from tho duties incumbent on 
Government. The difficulty as to tho 
Cretan question is aggravated by the 
juxtaposition of two hostile races 
whobo co-existence, unless ui.der the 
rulo of a paramount power, cannot be 
easily conceived. Wero Crete C'ded 
to Greeco, 70,000 to 75,000 Mahome* 
dans would bo either banished or ox- 
terminated, it is against ibis deep- 
seated rancoui between Turk and 
Greek that any schemes of self-gov- 
ernment for Crete would bo likely to 
founder. Lord Stanley proposes "a 
sjstem ot administration similar to 
tnat adopted in the Lebanon" whore 
a mixed population lives under the 
rulo ot a Christian Governor appoint- 
ed by iho Sultan, and assisted by a 
Council in winch the contending races 
aro equal y represented. lint tho 
vicinity ot tho Grecian sympathisers 
and adventurers who are tho prime 
agents in tho annexation BOtieme, 
would render the arrangement ot Leb- 
anon almost impracticable in Crete. 
Again, what was tho origin ol those 
troubles ? Tho Turks maintain that 
tno outbreak was not owing to iiuh~ 
government, but wa- excited by for- 
eign omissuiies, with a view ot annex- 
ing tho island to Greece, and ihe 
French Consul, in his note, inserted 
in the Moniteur, held nearly tho same 
tone as AH Pasha tno Governor, add- 
ing that all tho BOUnd part ol the pop- 
ulation had not hitherto participated 
in the insurrection. Baron .irunnow 
expressed ilie sumo opinion to Lord Stanley. 
Ou lire oilier hum! iliere wus evidence .mil 
the mWgoverument of the Turks wa^rae mile 
cuuso oi the outbreak In 1858 Ui« U uau* 
iiBMiint'led in order lo demand a redress ol 
grievances, uuJ. dinners".* on receiving ussur« 
auee Ihut tins should be done ; tint, Mislead 
ot these promises having been performed, the 
tuxes hud been incieuBed and the adminis- 
tration oi justice tti'iio flugruoily corrupt than 
n wus betore. 'Ihe l'oiiu not ooly resorted 
to evasions and delay, but buuI six thousand 
Egjpuan troops io occupy every point ol 
Birdteuicul iinpoiiauee, while ihe Governor 
eudeavotei. lo arrest every man who had 
tuken purt in iue movement. Under these 
ci.ouinsuiiieeH the Uretaos flew to arms, and 
then the Forte sent Mustupua Pasha us n 
commissioner widi promises of redress. J5e- 
fore, however, he arrived the mischief was 
donu und peace was almost Impossible. Mr 
Loyurd, whose ktu.wieilui: ot the East adds 
weight to his opinion, asks, is u man bee. use 
bo is a Tuik or a Mahoniedun to bo an out 
cubI Irom civilizuiioii? or il ivliut wus nghi uh 
rtguided a Obristlsn wub wrong with respect 
to a l'uik. But ihut wus ihe kind of lan- 
guage people used when ihoy talked ol ex- 
pelling the Turks uud giving tho Greeks 



their riuhte. The Turks are tbo old landed 
proprietors; their laud rolls anil pedigrees 
went buck beyond the middle ages; and are 
they not as mueh entitled lo their lands as 
Christian people? The opinion ol the Chris- 
tiaus of Greece, of Servia, or of Bosnia was 
not that the MalioinedanB should be allowed 
to remain in the country but that every man, 
woman and child should bo dispossessed and 
turned out ol Europe. It would bo no small 
thing to drive a population ol 4,000,000 Irom 
house ond home, from goods and land, to 
starve. It was not merely n political ques- 
tion hut also a religious one, not timply be- 
tween the Mahomedans und Greeks hut be- 
tween tho Greeks nod the Catho!ics. If 
power is given lo the Greeks they will PR " 
suredly expel the Catholics. But would * be 
Tuiks consent? In Europe they ore a war- 
like people, — would they, without a ptrugi'Je. 
mvo up thoir lands, goods and bouses, and 
allow themselves, their wives mid children, 
to be sacrificed 1 The effect of such a policy 
W' uld be te excite such a rising ot Mahom- 
edans in Turkey in Europe, and such a mas- 
sacre, as the world never saw. Wilh the 
l urks it would be u struggle for life or death, 
and they would make it to when the time 
came. Great Bii'ain holds many millions ot 
Mahomedans in India under hor sway, nnd 
they might say, ' It Mahomedans have no 
right to govern Christians, Christians have 
no riyht to govern Mahomedans." And it 
they found Great Britain backing up Chris- 
tians in murdering the Turks, who would 
guarantee the security of ulfairs in India ! 
Supposing the Cretans had obtained what 
their Irieuds at Adieus desired— Annexation 
lo Greece — would they have improved their 
position? Thu British Minister at G eeee, 
writing to Lord Stunlcy, said :— " Tho most 
serious statement I have yet liei,rd lor the 
cause of the insurrection is that a very bad 
leeling bus spruujj up between tho natives 
und the Grecian voluuteers. If they fall out 
thus early in the day, what will it be should 
ihe Grecian Government herealter be per- 
mitted to ex'eud ils baneful rulo io this un- 
happy island 1" Tho Cretans and the volun- 
teers were, however, overcome ; M 't-tupha 
L'asha turned the Greek camp at Turbo, and 
he was thus enahltd lo oreupy the whole 
province of Selinos without lusini; a man. 
The volunteers retreated to tho cold and eles 
vuled plain of Omalos, where only a par' 
con d procure food. The rest were scattered. 
The Cretans advised Ihe volunteers to send 
a deputation lo the 1'astia to ask permission 
to return to Greeco in foreign vessels, and 
enforced their advice by relusiog to furnish 
lood to the enemies of tho Sultan. This wus 
granted, and six hundred ol the volunteers 
prepared immediately to embark. The Sala- 
mander, a French gunboat, was got ready 
ler sen, but that uot being sufficient he per- 
suaded u number to embark in a Turkish 
friyate and corvette, a part of the Turkish 
squadron. Tho Tuiks landed lliom in good 
(tilth, but they were met by the Athenian 
rubble, who had the upper hand, with inces- 
sant shouts ol '• Deaih lo the traitors I" 
" Strike down the deserters I" ' Throw the 
blusphemers of Hellenic glory i Dto the sea 1" 
u Murder the wretches who have saved their 
lives on board Turkish ships!" The bells of 
the churches were kept ringing, the drums ol 
the National Guard were beating, und the 
citizens were firmly resolved to murder 
everv man who had returned Ironi Crete, uud 
ihey succeeded in Iheir resolve by killing and 
wounding several men. This statement is 
corifirmt d both by Greeks aid foreigners. 
This plan of encouraging volunteers to go to 
Crele by m"rdering ihose who relumed, if it 
prove a euccesslul mode ol recruiting, sup- 
plies undeniable evidence of the power of 
Grecian patriotism. Thus fur die insurrection 
is quieted, but only to break out afresh when 
the Oitonian troops are withdrawn. Space 
will not permit us to-day to show that it is 
the great object of European policy lo pre- 
vent the extension of Russian power in the 
direction of Constantinople — to inuintaiu the 
Ottoman Empire lor the purpose ot European 
equilibrium ; and when, by tho natural pro- 
gress of event-, some dismemberment tukes 
place, some province detaches itself from 'he 
crumbling empire, lo fdVor Ihe transforms! ion 
ol ihat province into a new and independent 
sovereignty which should take its placo in 
the latuily of Slates, and serve one day lo 
form a uew European equilibrium. 



An Indian Whiskey Seller in Tbouble.

PROPOSED PROTEST OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 
MAINE. 

The joint standing Committee on Federal 
Relations in the Maine Senate, to whom was 
referred so mueh of the Governor's message 
as relate* to the proposed CoGfedtralion of 
the British Norlh American Province", huv- 
ing considered the subject thereof, usk leave 
to 

REPORT. 

Any question affecting tho political re I > ~ 
tions ol any portion ol the continent ol Noilh 
America is of interest lo Ihe people of the 
United States, more especially to tho people 
01 tho-e Status which, Irom a frontier posi 
tion have a nece.--ary connection with those 
dominions, and are influenced und affected 
by their proximity. The political relations 
ol the provinces bordering on tho Slute of 
Maine, accordingly, are mutters of intetest, 
and, under some circumstances, 0! highest 
importance to the people of this Slate. 

The colonial empbe ol Great Britain dated 
back lo the charier of April 10, 100(1, by 
wtiicb the people of the British nation were 
authorised to establish colonial governmi ate 
in North and South Virginia, under a claim 
ol title to the territory bordering on the At 
lautio Ocean, between the thirty-fouith uud 
foriy-Ofih degrees ol north latitude. Subse- 
quent grants to '.ho companies ol New Eng- 
land and Virginia extended this clatm ol 
tille by Enttland as far north as the forty- 
eighth degree ol north latitude, and over, 
this broad bolt of fourteen degn.es from the 
Atlantic to (he Pacific Ocean. 

The original (.'rant by King James, under 
the guidance of such leading minds as So 
Ferdinando George, Sir John Popbum, Chi! I 
Justice of England, the Earl ol Southamp- 
ton and Lord Bacon, contemplated ihe es- 
tablishment of plantations, communities or 
colonies in America, having the right ol self- 
government iu their local administration, 
subject only to the superior power of the 
imperial or home government Tho system 
ot territorial governments now known under 
our Federal Union is modelled ou the same 
p'un. 

Increasing jeulousy of tho growing spirit 
of independence among the colonists led lo 
a curtailment, by slow und almost imper- 
ceptibly degrees, of the privileges clearly sel 
forth in the original grant of Apiil 18, lOOo' 
under which the colonies were lirst establish- 
ed. The amended charters, though claiming 
lo be an enlargement ol Iho powers ol ihe 
colonial governments, wore, in point of fact, 
moro restrictive than Ihe original grant. The 
right to choose ollicers, coin money, eolltci 
revenues by impost, organize military foici 
for their own delenco, and establish all laws 
necessary lor their government, provided 
ihey were consonant lo the laws if England, 
waB clearly granted, in as full and ample a 
manner a« the United Slates government 
now permit the exercise ol .similar but lesser 
puwer by the territorial governments. 

Under this beneficent system the colonial 
dependencies of Great Britain huve dotted 
the surluce of iho earth iu every hemisphere 
with Iree governments, the depositories of the 
rights of ihe people. With the exception 
ol the Dutch, whose form ol colonial govern- 
ment was similar to Ihat of England, none 
other ol tho seven powers ot Euiope, who 
embarked together in plans of colo ization, 
have kit uuy great results 11s the Iruit ol 
their labors. The magnificent dominions ol 
Franco in tho new world, which for a cen- 
tury and a half surpassed nil others in the 
promise of tuture greatness, disappeared 
biforo tho power of a free people, whose 
habits of sell-government had taught them 
tiow to conquer and rulo men of equal mili- 
tary genius, but w hose dependence was up 11 
the uncertain (uvor of piiooes on the oilier 
continent. And hut lor the invasion of the 
rights of the people of iho thirteen colonies 
— granted to 'huui by the original charter ol 
King James— by the stupid kings of the 
house ol Hanover, no ono could see uny pos- 
sibility of at) American republic within a 
hundred years from the time of their actual 
separation from the British crown, 

The revclt of the thirteen colonies and the 
recognition ol their government by thai ol 
England, re-cs ablishi d the principles ol 
King James' charter, and fifty colonial gov- 
ernments, scattered over different portions 
of the civilized world, now uwo allegiance 
10 Gicat Britain — mbraoing mora ihun 
eight millions square miles of territory, and 
about two hundred millions of people, in the 
form of British colonies nnd dependencies. 

"The Colonial Empire of Great Britain, 
therefore," as has been justly remarked, "Ihe 
wonder ol this age, had its root in the chars 
or of April 10, IGOli, and its development 
in the New England charter of 1020. Tho 
idea ol rt strong central government having 
extended dominions in distant lands, divided 
intn soparalu provinces, communities anil 
States, enj lying just and equal laws suited 
to tho local wants ol racl), which wus de- 
veloped in anlion undor the rule ol Crom- 
well," seems well suited to confer the bless- 
ings of free governments upon all people 
capable ol tho exercise of political rights, 
Thu fiinduiiientul principle on which such 
governments rests is that declared by 
tho Declaration of Independence, that oil 
just governments are founded upon the con- 
a 'tit ol Iho governed, and every colonial gov* 
eminent of the British empire has devolved 
upon tho 'people the duly un I intrusted to 
them thu right of popular elections. 

Thu admitted doctrine ol the British om- 
pire at this day is thi't whenever any colony 
shall huve reached sufficient ago nnd 
Strength to be capable ol sell-government 
their independence is to be yielded Ihem in 
the same manner us thu child is emancipated 
from Ihe father's rulo ou reaching tho period 
of iniijorily,. 

Probably no now form of government can 
bo devised, so generous in its administration 
and so (roe from just irritation as that under 
which the North American provinces are tbis 



dny held by Great Britain; Without being 
burdened to maintuiu the national power — 
completely protected and defended in all 
their external relatious — they are allowed to 
collect revenues by impost, without discrimi- 
nation in luvor ol the imperial government ; 
or being taxed a dollar to maintuin the im- 
perial exchequer, ihey ure allowed to tax 
themselves ut pleasure and to apply all their 
revenues derived from imposts und from the 
sule o! their lend and mines to the develop- 
ment of their local resources ; the improve- 
ment of their moans ot communication by 
lock?, canals and railways ; the endowment 
of FChools and other institutions of leurning, 
charily and industry. The example of our 
moie immediate neighbor, New BrunBwick, 
is a iuffioient illustration of this truth, where 
the population during the lust decade, from 
1851 to 18G1, increased at the rate of twenty 
I six per cent, while that of Maine, with sim- 
ilar characteristics in soil, climate and 
physical resources, ii created only at the 
rate of eight per cent Irom 1850 to 1860. 
The province of New Brunswick, wilh lesa 
than bull tho population of Maine, has been 
able to construct its leading lino of railway 
from tho city of St John to the Oulf of St 
Lawrence, us a government work, without 
embarrassment lo its treasury, und to con- 
tribute 810,000 per mile as a gift to other 
leading lines now in process of construction. 

Nova Scotia, wilh greater physical re- 
sources than New Brunswick, from tho ex-* 
tent of her exhaustless und invaluable coal 
mines, is constructing a tnugtiiCk ent system 
of railways, connecting all the chief business 
points wilh Ihe metropolitan cily, Halilax. 

Tnese illustrutions are sufficient to show 
Ihe entire want ol motive iu the people ol 
these provicces for the change in their polit- 
ice.l system — such us the proposed confedera- 
tion. They need only the markets of the 
United Stales to become rich, prosperous tied 
powerful. The market of Canada is no more 
valuable to them thun that of Vancouver, or 
Ihe West India Islands. 

In the midst of our political troubles, 
while the British provinces are enjoying the 
benefits of the lute Ileciprocity Treaty, a 
plan — originating in tho cupidity ol ihat 
enemy of republican institutions, Lord Pal- 
merston, and his chosen ally, iho Emreror 
of France— wus set on foot to extirpate free 
institutions from tho American soil aud sup- 
plant them with monuroliiul Governments. 
Assuming ihut the Amerioal Union was 
broken up, and the North und Smith per- 
manently separated, Napoleon boldly played 
hi' pail, placing Maximilian on the throne 
of Mexico, lo bocomo the ally of iho South- 
ern confederacy, while a new Power was to 
he created in North America by the oon" 
lederation ol the British Norlh American 
provinces, placed under the kindly rulo ol 
scion of the House ol Hanover, to lorm the 
nucleus ol a new order of Government lor 
the Northern Siutes. 

The early seizure ol New Orleans by the 
forces of the republic was the first blow to 
ihis magnificent scheme ol European ag- 
grandizement ; and the freeing of the Mis- 
Mssippi from traitor's letters placed the dis- 
memberment ofttie American Uuion — lo the 
surprise ol (ho civilized world — beyond the 
reach of all Europe in arms. 

While Napoleon has been forced to an 
ignominious su render of all his plans in 
Mexico and ihe feeble Maximilian driven inlo 
exile, the successors of Lord Palmerston, 
who, while sharing his haired ol republican 
insiiiutions, lack his audacity, are forcing 
upon the British Norlh American provinces 
a new form ol Government, without a single 
movement in its favor among the people ol 
IJiiti-di Norlh America. Against their known 
opinions and wishes, an attempt is being 
maile to seeuro Uiot assent to an imperial 
law that places the peoplo of the Lower 
Piuviuces at the mercy ol Canadian politi- 
cians. 

If the people of the several British pro- 
vinues aro all .wed to vote ou the question 
ol confederation, and shall agree to it, this 
would be satisfactory lo all ; lor wo adinir 
the ri;zU 10 alter, amend and change their 
constitution ol Government at pleasure. No 
-uch liberty, however, is to be given. The 
Imperial Parliament proposes to lay its iron 
hand upon all British Ni rth America, crush 
out existing Provincial Governments with the 
same disr gard of popular rig' t as ihey ei- 
liibited iu ihut "act of union" by which 
Lower Canada iu 18-10 wus placed under 
control id Canada West and a union ol the 
two provinces, unnatural and uncalltd (or by 
t tie people, forced upon both by imperial 
power— a condiiiou ol things now most dis- 
lastttul to Canada West, as ils superiority iu 
numbers can receive 110 additional repre- 
sentation over the Catholic population ol 
Canada East, 

Any invasion of iho rigMa of tho people 
of British North America, made in thu in- 
terest of monarchial Governments and 
against Hie wishes of the people, is us clearly 
a violation of the principles ol I tie Monroe 
doctrine, so called, es was the invasion of 
Mexico by Imperial France, and calls upon 
our general Government to interpose in be- 
half ol freo institutions and ihe rights of tbe 
people ol British North America, us clearly 
as in the case of Mexico. 

Brought into intimate commercial nnd 
social intercourse with the people of British 
North America by the necessary force ol 
their position, tbo people of Maine cannot 
fail in respond wilh alacrity ond enthusiasm 
to the suggestions of His Excellency tho 
Governor, whose timely warning has met a 
generous response from all liberal minded 
men throughout the British < mpiro, and 
should arouse the national Government to a 
proper vindication ol its principles in refer- 
ence to our Northern neighbors. 

We would do nothing to accelerate the 
progress of political opinion throughout 
British North America. Republican in-iiiu- 
lions should never bo assumed by any peo- 
ple until Ihu whole population has been 
inured to habits ol solt-gqvcrnment nnd 
thoroughly imbued with the principle of im- 
plicit ubtdience to law, whenever that law is 
the declared will of a majority. Hence we 
discard all thoughts of the annexation ol Uu- 
North Amorkan provinces to this republic, 
and cheer fully await the matured wishes of 
our neighbors. It tho advantage — commer- 
cial and social — which shall follow their 
union with tho republic, uro less in Iheir es- 
liinatiou than the corresponding burdens ol 
greatly increased taxation and the inslabi ity 
of administrations, they must enjoy without 
interference on our part that form of Govern' 
ment n est congenial la the tastes, habits and 
interests of their people, in tho assurance 
thut nothing but friendly relations con grow 
out ol tho existing state of things. They 
can never bo involved in a war with us, 
unless it is loroed upon them by tho circum- 
stances of their political condition. 

In view ol ihepo fuels the committee report 
thu lollowing resolutions : 

Resolved, That any attempt on the part of 
ihe Imperial Government ol Groat Britain to 
establish monarchial Government in North 
America, or to pluce a vice royalty by uot of 
Parliament over several North American pro- 
vinces, would bo u'l implied infraction of 
thoHi principles of Government which this 
nation has assumed to maintain upon this 
continent. 

Resolved, That tho people of Maine, deeply 
interested in the preservation of peace and 
ol friendly relations with iho peoplo of 
British North America, respectfully appeal 
to the United Stales Government lo interpose 
ils legitimate influence in friendly and 
earnest remonstrance with the British Gov- 
ernment against establishing any system ol 
Government in North America, tho influence 
of which would endanger the Irlaodly rela- 
tions ol the whole of tho British provinces 
wilh the people of tho United Slates. 

Resolved, 'Phut the Governor bn requested 
to transmit copies of the foregoing report 
und resolvds lo tbo President of tbu United 
Slatou aud to each Houbo of Congress.

From 1st January, I860, lo 31s( March, 1867. 



The committee uro happy to report that, 
notwithstanding the depressed circumstances 
of the limes, they have continued to extend 
the benelils of the Institution to the sick aud 
afflicted. Since tho last Report nine patients 
have beeu admitted ; one uhh died, und eight 
have been discharged convalescent. 

In order, however, lo enable them to do 
this, they havo been compelled to reduce tho 
allowances to their efficient norbe and matron, 
Mrs. Ford, during thu periods when tbure are 
no patients in the Inrlrmary, 

It will appear from the Treasurer's report 
that tiie total contributions have amounted to 
$1320, while the total expenditure on behalf 
ol the patients has fallen short ol $1050. It is 
obvious, therelore, that, but lor the debt which 
presses upon the institution, there would havo 
been a considerable balance to its credit. The 
committee view this as an encouragement to 
persevere in mis benevolent work, 

To grard the institution against needless 
expenditure, paying patients havo been re- 
quired to make some puymcnt in advance, ns 
ibis duty is sometimes forgotten alter tho 
bentlits have been enjoyed. Il is pleasing, 
however, to notice more than one case in 
which, without any engagement, discharged 
patients have testified their appreciation of 
the blessings they have received, by becoming 
liberal contributors to the funds. 

A Series ot lectures and concerts, under the 
auspices of the litshop and Mrs. Hills, has 
netted upwards ol $230 towards the liquida- 
tion ot Ibe debt and of tho interest theraon, 
which now amounts to $772 ; but it is hoped 
that the vole ol $200 made some lime ago by 
the House ot n ssembly will be paid by the 
Government nud assist to relievo the Institu- 
tion of this burden. 

Mra. Heyruour has kindly consented to bee 
come a Patroness of the Infirmary, 

Iu conclusion the committeo would thank 
the subscribers and douors for their benevo- 
lent libeiality ; and here they would not fail to 
mention the great obligation which the sub- 
scribers, patients, and managers, are under to 
the curelul attention of the medical gentlemen 
who havu given their valuable and eratuitous 
services to thu charity. They would express 
their firm belief that an Institution which ex- 
tends ils benefits to all, without respect to 
nationality or denomination, will not bo suf- 
fered to languish for want of funds. They 
would still appeal to the women of this colony 
not to look coldly on a wotk which is sj cal- 
culated to conduce to the comfort and eleva- 
tion of their sex. The managers may some- 
times teel a difficulty in drawing a line us to 
the cases which deserve admission, but they 
believe that the subscribers will fully bear 
them out in the view that, while they should 
guard the Institution against being made the 
sinning point for a fresh career in vice, they 
should never turn uway a poor perishing out- 
cast, by whatever causes her affliction may 
have been produced.
